MW SIGNALS IN USE. 


Hull Signal System Between Chicago 


and Clinton in Operation. 


The Hall signal system was turned 
over to the Chicago and Northwestern 
llaii way company today at noon, be­ 
tween 
Chicago and this city 
The 
blocks are from one to two miles in 
length and aro so constructed that 
wberi a train readies each block, it 
forms a connection with each rail so 
as to bring the red Hag in each signal 
block to “ danger,0 and holds St in 
that position as Jong as the train is in 
that, block. 
As soon as the train 
leaves the block, the flag goes back to 
safety. 
Bach block is operated by a 
battery of from ten to fourteen 
cells, 
placed 
in cisterns nine feet under 
ground. 
A ll rails are conne ted by 
two wires, excepting at the beginning 
of each block. where tbe angle iron is 
replaced with wood in order to break 
the circuit. 
The hard ears will all have to be 
insulated to prevent them from bring­ 
ing the signals to “ danger.0 
( me man will have charge of twenty 
miles of the signal system, and he is 
expected to look (»ver the line each 
day. 
The Northwestern contemplates 
putt ing in the system between Clinton 
and Council 
Bluffs in 
the 
spring. 
W ith the system complete, it will be, 
much safer to travel on the North­ 
western than to remain at home.
